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VrriEAT  AND  RYE 

The  Preach  wheat  crop  for  1924  is  officially  estimated  at 
222,000,000  bushels  compared  with  276,000,000  bushels,  the  revised 
estimate  for  last  year,  according  to  a  cablegram  received  by  the 
United  states  Department  of  Agriculture  from  the  International  In- 
stitute of  Agriculture  at  Rome,    Rye  production  is  given  as  4o  ,000,000 
bushels  against  37,COO,000  bushels  for  1923- 

The  condition  of  wheat  and  flax  in  the  Argentine,  as  reported 
by  Leon  M.  Estabrook,  American  Agricultural  Qojnim.ssien.er  in  Argentina, 
indicates  a  probable  production  about  the  same  as  last  year,  Locust 
damage  and  insufficient  rainfall  have  reduced  yields  so  that  even  with 
the  increased  acreage  reported  production  will  not  be  greater  than  last 
season. 

The  second  official  estimate  of  the  area  of  Argentine  crops 
is  as  follows:  lilheat  17,7^2,000  acres  compared  with  the  first  estimate 
of  17,5Ul4,000  acres,  and  17 .215,000  acres,  the  final  estimate  of 
acreage  harvested  in  1923—24-  flax,  53906,000  acres  compared  with 
5»683,000  acres  the  first  estimate  for  1924-25,  and  5,255,000  acres, 
the  final  estimate  of  area  harvested  in  l923=-24„ 

The  condition  of  crops  expressed  in  percentage  of  normal,  which 
represents  a  condition  promising  a  good  average  yield  per  acre,  is  as 
follows:  TJheat  96,  rye  87,  barley  S9,  oats  93,  corn  100,  and  flax  87* 

Conditions  in  Australia  are  excellent  and  unofficial  estimates 
of  wheat  production  range  from  120  to  150  million  bushels.    Last  year 
the  final  estimate  was  126  million  bushels.    The  wheat  crop  of  South 
Africa  is  unofficially  reported  to  be  considerably  below  last  year* 
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TOTTER  SEEDINGS 

Good  general  rains  in  India  during  the  last  part  of  the  ironsoon 
period  are  reported  to  have  improved  conditions  for  wheat  seeding. 

Dry  weather  in  North  Africa  continues  and  is  delaying  preparations 
for  seeding. 

Good  progress  with  winter  seeding  is  generally  reported  in  Europe 
although  more  rain  in  some  parts  would  "be  beneficial*    Seeding  in 
Austria  has  made  rapid  progress  and  is  nearing  completion.     In  Italy 
winter  seedings  have  been  made  under  favorable  conditions.     In  Bulgaria 
rain  is  needed.    Plowing  and  sowing  in  Rumania  have  been  benefited 
by  recent  rains  and  young  plants, which  are  already  showing  in  some  fields, 
have  a  healthy  appearance, 

BARLEY  AND  OATS. 

Production  of  barley  in  the  northern  hemisphere  (exclusive  of 
Russia)  during  the  current  season  is  estimated  at  lv23o  million  bushels 
compared  with  1,287  million  bushels  produced  last 'year  and  1,301  million 
bushels,  the  average  for  the  five  year  period  l$0*9wl3.    This  includes 
unofficial  estimates  for  countries  not  reporting, 

Oats  production  in  the  northern  hemisphere  (exclusive  of  Russia) 
including  unofficial  estimates,  is  placed  at  3*7^1  million  bushels  com- 
pared with  3,73o  million  bushels  produced  in  1923  and  3  s^7  million 
bushels  the  average  production  in  1909-13 • 

The  United  States  leads  the  world  in  the  production  of  barley  and 
oats.    Next  to  the  United  States  in  production  of  barley  are  India, 
Germany,  Spain  and  Canada,    Somewhat  less  than  one  fourth  of  the  north- 
ern hemisphere  crop  excluding  Russia  is  produced  in  Worth  America,  About 
one  half  of  the  crop  of  the  northern  hemisphere  comes  from  the  other 
countries  of  Europe.    In  North  Africa  and  Asia  barley  is  important  as  a 
bread  g:rain  as  well  as  a  feedstuff, 

European  barley  production  during  the  current  year  is  more  than 
50  million  bushels  below  that  of  last  year.     It  is  also  unofficially  re- 
ported that  the  quality  of  the  crop  is  poor,  particularly  in  Czechoslovakia 
and  the  Danube 'countries,  where  there  is  always  "a  good  demand  for  top 
grades  of  malting  barley. 
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BAPLEY  AND  OATS.  Cont'd. 

Production  of  oats  for  grain  is  of  greatest  importance  in  North 
America  and  the  northern  and  central  countries  of  Europe.    There  are  no 
statistical  accounts  of  production  in  Asia  except  in  Japan  and  Asiatic 
Russia  where  the  crop  is  of  minor  importance,    Argentina  is  the  only 
country  of  the  Southern  Hemisphere  where  an  exportable  surplus  of  any' 
consequence  is  produced.    In  Australia,  New  Zealand  and  the  Union  of 
South  A.frica  a  large  part  of  the  oats  area  is  harvested  as  a  hay  crop.

COTTON 

The  cotton  area,  in  India  reported  as  planted  up  to  October  1  is 
21,735,000  acres,  according  to  a  cable  just  received  from  the  Indian 
Department  of  Statistics,    On  the  haois  of  the  average  proportion  of 
the  area  planted  by  October  1  in  the  past  twelve  years  a  total  acreage 
of  26,247,000  acres  might  be  expected,,    This  would  be  the  largest 
area  planted  in  the  last  thirty- two  years.    It  is  probable,  however, 
that  more  turn  the  average  percentage  of  area  was  planted  by  October  1 
this  year.    In  1915  the  area  reported  planted  by  October  1  was  91-6  per 
cent  of  the  total  area.    Assuming  that  92  per  cent  of  the  cotton  acreage 
has  already  been  planted  this  year,  the  total  area  would  amount  to 
23>£>73jOOO  acres,  which  would  still  be  above  the  2390SSS000  acres  planted 
last  year. 

The  condition  of  the  crop  in  India  up  to  October  6  was  reported 
as  generally  good.    Too  much  rain  in  the  Bengal  district  damaged  the 
crop  there  slightly. 

The  cotton  crop  in  seme  parts  of  Turkestan  has  been  seriously 
damaged  by  frosts  in  October  according  to  a  cable  just  received  from 
the  International  Institute  of  Agriculture,,     The  condition  of  the  cotton 
crop  in  the  Sudan  was  reported  as  good  in  September. 

APPLES 

The  1924  apple  crop  of  Canada  is  estimated  at  3 3 225*313  barrels, 
as  compared  with  a  crop  of  4 ,4^2, 850  barrels  last  year,  according  to 
the  October  crop  report  of  the  Fruit  Eranch  of  the  Canadian  Department 
of  Agriculture, 
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MkRESSJPBO  SPE  CTS. 
Oats 

Ordinarily  the  farm  price  of  oats  in  the  United  States  is  largely 
determined  "by  the  size  of  the  crop  in  the  United  States  and  is  not  much 
affected  by  the  production  in  foreign  countries  or  "by  the  foreign  demand 
for  oats.    The  77ar,  by  shutting  the  large  Russian  supply  out  of  the 
Western  European  markets,  created  an  unusually  large  demand  for  oats  which 
stimulated  exports  from  the  United  States  and  Canada.    Although  Russia  is 
still  out  of  the  market,  the  recovery  of  production  in  Europe  since  the  war 
has  reduced  the  demand  and  Canada  continues  to  produce  large  quantities 
for  export,  while  the  shortage  of  corn  in  the  United  States,  on  the  other 
hand,  has  increased  the  domestic  demand  for  oats.    Under  these  conditions 
our  exports  of  oats  this  year  are  not  likely  to  he  important. 


Barley 

The  foreign  market  is  an  important  factor  in  the  marketing  of 
"barley.    Before  the  v;ar  only  about  hf0  of  the  crop  wa.s  marketed  5n  foreign 
countries.     In  1921  14,5$  and  in  1922  10$  was  marketed  in  foreign  countries. 
Last  year  Russia,,  which  had  "been  out  of  the  market  since  the  war,  came  "back 
with  20,000,000  "bushels  of  "barley  and  the  united  States  exported  at  low 
prices  only  about  G-o  of  its  crop.    Before  the  war  Russia  exported  on  the 
average  173>000,0C0  bushels  of  barley.    The  war  greatly  reduced  the  demand 
for  barley  in  Western  Europe.    Reports  from  leading  barley  producing 
countries  this  year  indicate  crops  below  those  of  192.5  but  approximately 
equal  to  the  post  war  average.    Much  of  the  barley  in  Europe  is  reported 
to  be  of  poor  malting  quality,,     This  situation  together  with  the  general  • 
improvement  in  economic  conditions  promises  a  better  market  for  barley 
this  year.    The  average  export  price  for  September  was  $1.11,  as  compared 
with  $0.7^  in  September  1923 ,  showing  that  Europe  is  bidding  higher  than 
it  was  a,  year  ago  for  the  American  surplus. 

Erench  VJheat  Requirements 


French  requirements  of  wheat  including  seed  are  commonly  estimated 
at  3% ,000 ,000  to  350,000,000  bushels.    Production  this  year  is  estimated 
at  282,000,000  bushels.    France  is  accustomed  to  look  to  North  African 
countries  for  a  large  share  of  her  import  requirements,  but  the  short  crops 
in  those  countries  this  year  will  make  it  necessary  to  draw  upon  other 
sources  to  meet  the  deficit  in  her  supply  of  bread  grains.  Considering 
the  high  price  of  wheat,  the  length  of  milling  processes,  and  the  possi- 
bilities for  incorporating  substitutes  into  wheat  flour,  it  seems  likely 
that  imports  during  the  current  year  will  be  kept  at  a  minimum  of  25  or  30 
million  bushels. 

Goo d  3ritish  Demand  for  American  Apples 

The  outlook  for  American  apples  in  British  markets  continues  bright, 
according  to  trade  letters  forwarded  by  Mr.  E.  A.  Eoley,  American  Agricul- 
tural Commissioner  at  London.     Current  prices  in  Lcndon  and  Liverpool  will 
be  found  on  page  H-rJ  of  this  issue. 
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Consumption  of  Heat  in  Belgium. 

The  total  consumption  of  fresh  and  frozen  neat  in  Belgium  during 
the  calendar  year  1923  is  officially  estimated  at  6ll, 536,000  pounds  com- 
pared with  547,429,000  pounds  in  13-2  and  677,023,000  pounds  in  1912. 
The  outstanding  feature  of  the  Belgium  meet  situation  is  the  increased 
demand  for  frozen  meat,  practically  all  of  which  is  imported  from  foreign 
countries.    Before  the  war  there  were  practically  no  imports  of  frozen 
meats  into  Belgium.    -The  1923  consumption  figures  indicate,  however,  that 
22.2  per  cent  of  the  meat  consumed  in  Belgium  that  year  consisted  of 
frozen  meat  as  compared  with  7*2  per  cent  in  1922;  9.9  per  cent  in  1921 
and  18.1  per  cent  in  1920,  the  peak  year  previous  to  1923. 

The  consumption  of  frozen  beef  during  1923  shows  an  increase  of 
2^9  per  cent  ever  1922,  the  quantity  consumed  "being  estimated  at  133*992,000 
pounds  compared  with  32,400,000  pounds  in  1922,,    The  total  consumption  of 
fresh  and  frozen  "beef  in  1923  aggregated  J(fir9k$h,00Q  pounds  compared  with 
303,468,000  pounds  in  1922  and  316,112,000  pounds  in  1912. 

Pork  consumption  is  estimated  at  237*677 »CXX)  pounds, an  increase  of 
9  per  cent  in  comparison  with  1922  but  a  decrease  of  25 > 8  per  cent  when 
compared  with  the  year  1912„    Of  this  amount  1,493 ;000  pounds  consisted 
of  frozen  pork,  compared  with  only  126 p 000  pounds  in  1922. 

Mutton  consume t i on  doer eased  from  £,979*000  pounds  in  1$22  to 
5,418,000  pounds  in  1923*    The  amount  consumed  in  1912  was  15,219,000 
pounds.    The  consumptirn  of  frozen  mutton  has  also  been  declining  steadily. 
In  1920  it  was  estimated  at  5,195,000  pounds,  and  in  1923  at  only  64,000 
pounds. 

More  detailed  statistics  on  meal  consumption  in  Belgium  will  be 
found  on  page  446  of  this  issue. 

The  combined  wool  clip  of  Australia  and  New  Zealand  last  season 
(1923-24)  is  estimated  at  2,3£>3t4ol  bales  compared  with  2,501,442  in  1922- 
23,  and  2,574,136  in  i92i~22 ,  accordirg  to  Balgerty1  s  Annual  'Joel  Ksview 
for  1923-24,     The  Australian  clip  for  1923-24  is  placed  at  1,779,783  bales 
as  compared  with  1,918,002  bales  in  1922-23.    lorecasts  for  the  1924-25 
season  place  the  Australian  clip  at  2,000,000  bales. 

During  the  1925-24  s^a  son  Australian  and  iTew  Zealand  sales  amounted 
to  2,202,037  bales  compared  with  2,409,281  the  preceding  season  and  with 
2,694,139  bales  in  192L-22.    The  average  net  weight  per  bale  was  322.7 
pounds  in  1323-24;  322.9  pounds  in  1922-23  and  3?/. 2  pounds  in  1921-22. 
Of  this  amount  the  Australian  sales  were  as  follows:  1923-24,  1,633,141 
bales;  1922-23,  1,332,315  bales;  1921-22,  2,22b, 753  bales. 
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•BUTTER  PRICES  LOWER  IN  LONDON. 

The  London  butter  market  was  considerably  quieter  at  the  end  of 
the  week  under  the  influence  of  slight  but  general  declines  in  prices. 
Quotations  on  the  various  foreign  butters  as  reported  by  cable  from  the 
London  office  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  were  as  follows  on  October

STRONGER  PORK  SITUATION  IN  THE  GERMAN  MARKET 

Rising  lard  prices  were  the  feature  of  greatest  interest  on  the 
German  market  during  the  past  week,.    According  to  a  cable  from  the 
American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  Derlin  to  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, the  price  of  lard  in  tierces  at  Hamburg  averaged  $19»7^  Per  100 
pounds  for  the  week  ending  October  22,  compared  with  SIS, SO  for  the  pre- 
vious week.     The  price  of  hogs  of  220-265  pounds  weight  at  Berlin  also 
improved,  rising  to  $18.00  as  compared  with  $17*35  last  week.  Margarine 
prices  \7ere  unchanged-    Receipts  of  hogs  at  1.4  important  markets  were 
somewhat  lower  than  last  week*     The  usval  seasonal  increase  in  receipts 
apparently  is  not  yet  undernwayr  The  German  demand  for  American  pork 
products  should  be  good  this  winter  if  slaughtering  does  not  improve 
before  long, 

SUMMARIES  OP  LEADING  ARTICLES  IN  THE  ISSUE 

Exports  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  were 
greater  in  volume  m  the  month  of  September  than  in  any  month  since 
September  1921,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  lowest  point  in  ten  years 
in  the  volume  of  exports  was  reached  only  two  months  earlier  in  July. 
The  increase  is  due  to  an  unusually  large  seasonal  increase  in  shipments 
of  cotton  and  wheat. 

Keen  competition  from  Australian  raisins  is  likelv  in  Canadian 
markets  in  the  event  of  ratification  of  a  trade  agreement  admitting  the 
Australian  product  duty  free  and  raising  duty  on  fruit  from  other  sources, 

Australian  butter  production  is  again  approaching  normal  on 
the  basis  of  returns  for  the  first  seven  weeks  of  the  new  season, 
after  being  low  for  two  seasons.

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COOP ERA.T.J7E : BAGOK  EXPORT 'ASSOCIATION  FORMED  IN  SWEDEN 


Plans  for  forming  an  export  bacon  association  in  bweden  as  announced 
in  a  recent  issue  of  Foreign  Crops  and  Markets  have  nc w  materialized 
according  to  Mr.  H.  Sorensen,  Acting  Canmercial  Attache -at  Copenhagen. 
An  organization  to  be  known  as  "Swedish  Cooperative  Slaughterhouses ,  Inc." 
•was  formed  at  Stockholm  ;about  the  middle,  of  -September  and  an  attsiqp.t  will 
now  be  made  to  standardize  Swedish  bacon  for  exports.    An  attempt  will 
also  be  made  to  establish  ■&  trade  mark  guaranteeing  quality,1  as  has  been 
done  in. Denmark,  and  an  energetic  advertising  campaign  is  planned  in  the 
British  market.   


INTERNATIONAL  TRADE  IN  BARLEY  AND  OATS       1     1  '    '  ' 

In  the  year  ending  Jane  J>0,  I92U,' nine  different  countries  participat 
in  the  export  trade  in  barley  to  the  extent  of  five  per  cent  of  their  total 
supply,  and  with  Romania,  the  leading  exporting  country,  furnishing  less 
than  17  per  cent.    Before  the  war  the  situation  was  quite  different,  as 
in  the  five  years  ending  Jane  ,30,  I91I+,  Russia  exported  an  average  of  173 
million  bushels  of  barley  or .  approximately  62  per  cent  of  all  the  barley 
entering  into  world  trade. .  In  I923-2U,  Russia  again  become  a  competitor 
in  barley  markets  with  exports  estimated  at  a  little  less  than  20  million 
bushels,  or  nearly  as  much  as  from  Rumania.    Other  exporting  countries, 
in  the  order  of  their  importance,  last  year  were  Canada,  British  India 
and  the  United  States.  • 

Germany,  the  United  Kingdom,  the  Netherlands  and  Belgium  are 
usually  the  principal  barley  importing  countries.    Germany,  however, 
which  imported  more  than  5^  per  cent  of  the  supply  entering  into  world 
trade  in  the  five  years  before  the  war,  now  takes  less  than  20  per  cent, 
the  United  Kingdom  being  the  present  leading  importer  of  barley. 

The  situation  in  the  world  market  for  oats  is  similar  to  that  for 
barley,  except  that  in  1923-2U  Argentina  and  Canada  together  furnished 
63  per  cent  of  the  oats  reported  as  entering  into  world  trade,  the 
United  States  taking  third  place  with  exports  amounting  to  S  per  cent  of 
the  total.     In  prewar  years,  Russia  was  usually  the  leading  exporter  of 
oats , furnishing  about  30  per  cent  of  the  total  supply.     In  1923-2U  Russia 
exported  some  oats,  but  no  actual  figures  as  to  the  amount  are  available. 
The  United  Kingdom  has  been  for  many  years  the  leading  market  for  oats, 
usually  taking  about  one  third  of  the  supply  entering  into  world  trade. 
The  amount  imported  has  declined  to  about  one-half  the  average  imports 
in  the  five  years  just  preceding  the  war,  but  the  proportion  as  compared 
with  total  reported-  imports  of  all  countries  remains  about  the  same.

Exports  of  agricultural  products  from  the  United  States  were 
greater  in  volume  in  the  month  of  September  than  in  any  previous  month 
since  September,  1921.    The  index  number  of  volume  of  all  agricultural 
exports  which  in  July  stood  at  67,  the  lowest  point  in  ten  years,  rose 
to  92  in  August  and  to  lp?  in  September.     'This  rapid  increase  was  due  to  the 
beginning  of  shipments  from  the  new  crops  of  wheat  and  cotton,   and  is  to 
a  very  large  extent  seasonal,  although  this  year  the  seasonal  increase 
is  greater  than  usual  because  the  exportable  surplus  of  both  cotton  and 
wheat  is  expected  to  be  larger  than  last  year. 

TJheat  exports  in  September  amounted  to  32,662,000  bushels  as 
compared  with  15,40S,QCO  bushels  in  September,  1923,  an  increase  of 
17,254,000  bushels  or  112  per  cent.    Exports  of  wheat  flour  in  terms 
of  grain,  however,  were  only  7,000,000  bushels  in  September  as  com- 
pared with  14, 400,000  bushels  in  September,  I923.    Rye  exports  amounted 
to  11,560,000  bushels  as  compared  with  2,560, 000  bushels  in  the  same 
month  last  year.    This  increase  in  the  exports  of  bread  grains  appears 
even  more  important  when  it  is  considered  that  the  export  price  r»f 
wheat  in  September,  1924,  was  $1.36  as  compared  with  $1.12'  a  year  ago, 
and  the  export  price  of  rye  $1.23  as  compared  with  95  cents  last  year. 

Cotton  exports  for  September  were  774,000  bales  of  ^00' pounds, 
the  highest  September  exports  since  1913*    Dairy  products  and  tobacco 
also  show  some  increase  over  the  previous  two  months,  but  pork  products 
show  a  considerable  decrease.    Exports  of  hams  and  bacon  were  smaller 
than  in  any  month  since  December,  1921,  while  lard  exports,  although 
higher  than  in  June,  were  below  the  figures  for  July  and  August.

Domestic  Commerce. 
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THE  SHA1TG-HAI  MARKET  FOR  YiiHEAT  AND  FLOUR 

Military  operations  nave  interrupted  the  flow  of  Chinese  wheat 
into  Shanghai,  according  to  a  report  from  G-.  C.  Howard,  American  Trade 
Commissioner,  at  that  city,  and  are  preventing  the  mills  from  selling 
much  flour  outside  the  city.     Mill  stocks  of  wheat  in  Shanghai  which 
is  the  principal  milling  center  of  South  China  were  estimated  on 
September  15  to  he  some  2,200,000  "bushels,  an  amount  sufficient  to  keep 
the  mills  running  for  two  months,  or  up  to  mid— November.     Grain  dealers 
were  said  to  be  holding  an  additional  l,7o0,000  bushels. 

The  Shanghai  market  outlook  for  foreign  wheat  is  dull  owing  to 
the  low  prices  on  native  grains  which  have  prevailed  since  the  beginning 
of  military  operations.     locally-milled  flour  was  also  very  cheap  in  the 
middle  of  September  at  $1*35  Per  '^9-pound  'bag,  against  $1.  kl  for  the 
preceding  month.     The  tightness  of  money  and  the  prospect  of  further 
military  operations  in  the  North  have  reduced  shipments  and  piled  up 
stocks. 

Continued  unrest  it  is  stated  will  undoubtedly  result  in  protracted 
market  dullness.     Uncertain  reports  on  the  Chinese  wheat  situa.tion  have 
been  making  it  difficult  to  gauge  the 'probable  demand  for  American  wheat 
in  China  but  it  now  seems  evident  that  the  South  China  market  will  take 
no  significant  amount  of  wheat  for  two  or  three  months.    Conditions  in 
the  North  are  not  as  definitely  known.     Early  season  reports  indicated  1 
that  unusually  small  importations  would  be  made  owing  to  a  good  season 
which  promised  a  favorable  harvest,     later  advices,  however,  have  not  been 
so  favorable  for  the  domestic  supply,   indicating  that  under  settled  poli- 
tical conditions,  North  China.,  would  again  be  in  the  market  for  American 
wheat. 


GOOD  BRITISH  DEMAND  FOB  AMERICAN  ;J??LES. 

Glasgow,  Liverpool,  Manchester,  and  London  up  till  the  middle  of 
October  were  absorbing  practically  all  the  apples  imported  from  the  United 
States,  with  only  small  quantities  going  elsewhere,  according  to  trade 
letters  forwarded  by  Mr.  Edward  A.  Foley,  American  Agricultural  Commissioner 
at  London.     Well  colored  apples  wero  in  demand,  at  good  prices,  as  published 
elsewhere  in  this  issue. 

For  the  week  of  October  11,  one  firm  in  Southampton  reported  the 
handling  of  1,500  barrels  of  Virginia  and  Hudson  Valley  apples,  together 
with  2,900  boxes  and  crates  of  Western  varieties,  and  1,600  boxes  of 
British  Columbia,  apples.     Good  dessert  varieties  were  in  request.  At 
Liverpool  for  the  sax  week  50,000  barrels  and  30,000  boxes  of  apples  road 
pears  were  sold,  with  demand  active  for  solid  and  well-colored  fruit. 
Interior  points  were  paying  from  $1.00  to  $1.50  per  barrel  more  for  good, 
well-colored  fruit,  and  from  50  to  75  cents  more  per  box  than  the  above 
markets.     The  outlook  is  bright  for  further  absorption  of  American  fruit. 
Shippers,  however,  should  by  no  means  relax  in  their  efforts  to  prevent 
gluts. 
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THE  CAKADIAU  APPLE  CHOP 

The'  1924  apple  crop  of  Canada  is  estimated  at  3,225,313  "barrels 
according  to  the  October  crop  report  issued  by  the  fruit  Branch  of  the 
Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture.     This  represents  a  decrease  of 
1,267,537  barrels  as  compared  with  the  1923  crop  of  4,492,850  barrels. 

The  decrease  this  year  is  due  to  the  snail  crops  in  ITova  Scotia, 
Ontario  and  British  Columbia  which  are  the  most  important  fruit  growing 
regions  in  Canada.     Considerable  damage  has  bsen  done  by  insect  pests. 
British  Columbia  reports  injury  to  the  crop  from  the  Leaf  P.oller  which 
has  resulted  in  a  larger  percentage  of  " C"  grade  apples  than  usual.  In 
Western  Ontario  apples  did  net  mature  well  on  account  of  the  lateness 
of  the  growing  season  which  is  about  two  weeks  behind  last  year.  In 
some  orchards  aphids  have  done  a  great  deal  of  injury.    Excellent  grow- 
ing conditions  prevailed  in  Eastern  Ontario  during  September  but  the  in- 
crease!? yield  from  this  source  was  offset  by  defects  caused  by  scab  and 
aphid  injury,    Nova  Scotia,  reports  some  damage  by. scab  which  will  reduce 
the  quantity  of  marketable  apples  in  certain  districts  although  the 
well  cured  for  orchards  are  expected  to  show  a.  heavier  yield  of  the  higher 
grades  than  was  anticipated.

CANADA-AUSTRALIA  DRIED  FRUIT  TREATY 

American  producers  and  exporters  of  dried  fruit  may  "be  considerably  af- 
fected in  the  event  of  the  ratification  of  the  reciprocal  trade  agreement  recent- 
ly concluded  between  Canada  and  Australia,  whereby  Australian  raisins  and  currants 
will  be  permitted  free  entry  into  Canada.    According  to  official  Canadian  import 
statistics,  38,792,000  pounds  of  dried  raisins  entered  Canada  in  the  Canadian 
fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  1924,  of  which  amount  35,690,000  pounds  came  from 
the  United  States.    A  little  over  a  half -million  pounds  of  the  5,599,000  pounds 
of  dried  currants  imported  during  the  same  period  also  came  from  the  United 
States.     The  remaining  4,768,000  pounds  originated  in  Greece. 

The  present  Canadian  duty  on  raisins  and  currants  is  a  half  cent  per  pounc". 
preferential  and  two- thirds  of  a.  cent  intermediate  and  general.     Under  the  pro- 
posed reciprocal  program,  Australian  raisins  and  currants  would  enter  the  Domin- 
ion duty  free,  while  the  duty  on  such  fruits  from  all  countries  outside  of  the 
British  Empire  would  be  increased  on  a  scale  ranging  from  two-thirds  of  a.  cent 
to  three  cents  a  pound.     The  new  treaty  must  still  be  ratified  by  the  Canadian 
Parliament  before  it  becomes  effective,  but  that  body  is  already  on  record  as 
favoring  the  duty-free  provisions  for  raisins  and  currants  from  Australia. 
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CANADA-AUS  TRALIA  DRIED  IRUIT  TREATY,   Cont'd.  . 

Canadian  imports  of  dried  currants  from  Australia  totaled  219,000 
pounds  during  the  Canadian  fiscal  year  ended  March  31,  1924,  and  imports 
of  Australian  raisins  amounted  to  only  30,000  pounds.    Australia  is  able 
to  export  respectable  quantities  of  these  products,  however,  as  ship- 
ments of  raisins  from  Australia  during  the  twelve  months  ended  June  30, 
1922,  amounted  to  13,206,000  pounds  while  currants  totaled  10,941,000. 
The  acreage  under  raisin  grapes  and  currants  in  Australia  has  recently 
increased  "by  many  thousands  of  acres,  largely  through  the  action  of  the 
Government  in  placing  returned  soldiers  in  that  industry,  and  it  can 
readily  he  expanded  further.     The  industry,  ho\?ever,  is  now  facing  a 
crisis  for  lack  of  a  market,  and  relief  is  "oeing  sought  through  the  above 
trade  agreement.

The  above  statement  of  the  trend  of  weekly  butter  production  in 
the  principal  export  centers  of  Australia  is  based  on  commercial  reports 
issued  weekly  by  Prescott,  Ltd.,  of  Sydney.     It  indicates  the  recovery 
thus  far  in  the  new  season  from  the  effects  of  the  severe  drought  that 
has  so  seriously  affected  exports  of  butter  from  Australia  during  prac- 
tically all  of  the  last  two  seasons.     The  winter  just  passed  is  reported 
to  have  been  unusually  severe  and  prolonged,  affecting  the  production 
unfavorably  for  a  time,  but  production  is  now  double  that  of  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year,  and  indications  thus  far  point  to  a  normal 
season.

APPLE  PP.ICBS  L0..EE  IF  BRITISH  MAFKETS 

Prices  of  most  varieties  of  American  apples,  "both  "boxed  and  bar- 
reled, were  slightly  lower  in  British  markets  during  the  week  ending 
October  25,  according  to  the  regular  weekly  cable  to  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  the  American  Agricultural  Commissioner  in  London.  All 
reports  indicate  that  increasing  supplies  were  chiefly  responsible  for  the 
decline.     Prices  for  boxed  apples  on  the  whole  appear  to  have  been  better 
maintained  than  for  the  "barreled  varieties.    Barreled  Baldwins  and  Jona- 
thans, however,  did  not  decline.
